The De Lamar mines are located In 


the Meadow Valley range, about thirty 
miles by wagon road from Callentes. 
The rock formation Is quartzlte, up- 
tilted and dipping to the north and 
east on an incline of 30 degrees. The 
quartzlte is cut 
by three porphyry 


dikes which strike approximately east 
and west, and by another prophyry 
dike 
which 
strikes 
approximately 


north and south with the strike of 
the quartiite beds and dips at an angle 
of <8 degrees to the west. The ore 
bodies make at(the intersections of the 
two major east and west porphyry 
dikes, and the north and south porphy- 
ry dikes. This latter has been the seat 
of profound Assuring 4nd this move- 
ment has fractured the quartiite of 
the surrounding country on both aides, 
producing two parallel fissures, which 
are similar in strike and dip to the' 
black 
porphyry fissure 
itself.

east and west porphyry dikes are ap- 
proximately 300 feet apart at the near- 
est point, and at this point the black 
porphyry, which is the main north and 
south fracture, cuts through both por- 
phyries.

It is pertinent to state here that 


the material of the porphyry dikes, 
no matter how much decomposed, or 
how close to the ore udtes, does not 
carry pay values. These ore bodies 
have 
evidently 
been 
mineralized 


through the openings tt the corners 
where'the dikes make their crossings, 
and the 
quartzlte which 
had been 


broken into more or less small pieces 
has been reoemented by the mineral 
solutions 
into a compact mass of 


silica, thus forming bodies of extreme 
hardness. These ore bodies have had 
great areas, in places over 100 feet 
square, and are developed from the 
surface to the TOO foot level, and are 
now being developed below this level. 
In addition to these shoots of ore In 
the quartette, there are several known 
shoots developed on the main black 
porphyry dike and partaking of the 
nature of 
regular 
fissure vein ore 


shoots, differing 
only in 
that the 


quartette adjoining the porphyry has 
been mineralized to a greater or less 
extent sometimes on the hanging and 
sometimes on the foot wall side of the 
dike, but without any well developed 
walls to the ore deposit Itself. Fur- 
ther than this at least two of the par- 
allel platings or fissures have devel- 
oped ore bodies,anil one of these prom- 
ises to be of very great magnitude 
and importance. This is the new 
"Hog-Pen shoot" which 
lies to the 


south of and 700 or 800 feet away from 
the other and older ore bodies. It is 
from twelve to eighteen feet in thick- 
ness and 
several 
hundred 
feet in 


length on the strike of the fissure, and 
is of peculiar interest and importance 
aside from its commercial value, which 
is great, as evidencing the fact that 
the ore bodies will make in the fissure 
in the quart zite away from the black 
porphyry itself.

HUMBOLDT 


An Interesting Letter to 


Fish and Game Ward- 


en Merklinger.

The following letter from the Secre- 


tary of the California Fish Commis- 
sioners will prove of Interest to many. 
It la in regard to restocking the Hum- 
boldt river and also placing some fine 
trout In the Truckee. 


San Francisco, Dec. 31, 1902 


Mr. J. G. Herkllnger, 


Reno, Nevada. 


Dear Sir: 


Since our conversation of last Sun- 


day In relation to a suitable fish with 
which to stock the Humboldt river in 
your State, and bearing in mind that 
it contains carp and cat fish in large 
numbers, the matter was taken up by 
this Board, with a view of assisting 
your people In a variety of nsh adapt- 
ed to those waters. It is our judgment 
that the large mouth black bass would 
flourish there. 
They would find an 


abundant food supply, and in time be 
the dominating flsh of that stream, 
which would mean 
prafctlcally thp 


driving out of the carp. We have had 
considerable experience with both the 
large and the small mouth boss. They 
are very gamey fishes, and an uncom- 
monly fine food fish. The small mouth 
bass is found Jjn the cold clear lakes 
and rivers of 
our most northerly 


States, while the large mouth bass is 
found as far south as Texas. The lat- 
ter can stand very high temperatures 
of water, and is besides a most proli- 
fic fish. This season we planted the 
large mouth bass in lakes and reser- 
voirs from Modoc and Slsklyou coun- 
ties on the north, to San Bernardino 
and Los Angeles 
counties 
on 
the 


south, in this State. All the plants 
came from a small lake or reservoir in 
HI Dorado county, that is less than 
one-half mile In length. 
Five years 


ago. 11 black bass, averaging 
one 


pound in weight, W3re put into this 
body of water. Thousands have been 
taken from there since. The smallest 
number of flsh in a single plant made 
this year, wa» not less than 40, rang- 
ing in size from 5 to 10 inches. In 
some larger bodies of water we plant- 
ed 1»0 flsh of that size. 
When our 


next distribution of black baas is made, 
which will probably be the latter part 
of next summer, this Board will be 
pleased to tender a good shipment of 
these flsh to your State. There would 
be no expense attached to this plan 
beyond the hauling of them from the 
railroad station to the point of distri- 
bution. 
It seems to us the experi- 


ment is well worth trying 
If the 


bass nourish there, and they always 
have wherp carp have gotten a good 
hold, it would be a benefit to all the 
people of your State. We must call 
your attention at this time to one im- 
portant thing, they must not be placed 
in trout waters. When that is done, 
it is at the expense of one or the 
other flsh. Bxperience has shown it is 
most unwise. There Is no reason why 
the most harmonious relations should 
not exist between the people of your 
State and ours, in regard to flsh mat- 
ters. It all tends to the common good. 
We mention this merely because there 
are some people so 
suspicious and 


narrow minded that they cannot take 
a broad generous view of the subject. 
In the first place, they do not under- 
stand it and yet they aisume to be 
authorities. Instead of leading a help- 
ing hand, they seem filled with a de- 
sire to criticise and predict all sorts 
of dire lesults. You may feel assured 
that this Commission desires to work 
hand in hand with the people of your 
Statp, and \\e hope from our present 
opeiatlons on the Truckee liver 
at
